Only one part 
of the under-story stands out clear- 
ly now: th'e motive 
for 
killing 


Cristina at exactly the time and 
place she was killed. That was 


inevitable as an act of tragedy. 
Everything that happened 
before 


led up to it."

But the Hindus think of the 
body as a whole including infancy, 
middle age and old age—a whole 
that stands still while the motion 
of time reveals various aspects of 
that whole which is called the 
long body—the body that is long 
in time, stretrhins all the way 
from birth to death. 


"In other words, the events in 


a man's life from birth to death 
constitute his real body which ap- 
pears to us in cross sections from 
moment to moment, but which 
Is really one great whole in eter- 
nity with a shape of its own—a 
sort of landscape that includes all 
the developments and events in 
his life." 


"Then the old argument about 


whether people, if they survived 
death, would be young or old in 
eternity becomes an absurdity?" 
said Alice. 


"Obviously, since youth and ago 


are 
equally and simultaneously 


part of your whole nature 
in 


eternity. 


"For a man's "past and future 


are not just things that happen to 
him. They are as much a part of 
him as the shape of his face or 
the color of his eyes. That's why 
a man's life always has 
a con- 


sistent 
pattern, 
and 
depth 


psychologists find that each of us 
throughout life tend to repeat the 
same1 mistakes 
over 
and 
over 


again. Our mistakes are a part of 
us. Without them we would be 
different people. 


"When you seek a 
murderer 


among 
people who are 
super- 


ficially incapable of crime, 
the 


answer must lie in the long body 
if one of those people—the true 
shape of a character as it is re- 
vealed over 
a long period of 


time."
